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(By JAMES CARTY) ~~ ~ 
DMUND SPENSER came to Ireland 

in 1580—he may have been here in 
1577—and in Ireland he spent the last 
eighteen years of his life, with the excep- 
tion of three short visits to England. As 
most people know, the action of the 
* Faerie ne’’ moves in a land which 
is half *‘ faerie’’ and half Ireland. It is 
possible to read it as pure poetry, without 
any thought of the '' continued allegory or 
darke coneeit’’ which it was intended to 
contain, but the ‘‘ Faerie Queene,’’ like 
most of Spenser’s poetry, is an intimate 
revelation of a life among great scenes in 
‘a great age. To understand the allegory 
and to identify the chief characters needs 
some familiarity with European politics. 
and social life at the end of the sixteenth 
century. It also needs a knowledge of. 
Irish history and topography which the 
majority of writers on Spenser have not 


Miss Pauline Henley, in a recent study 
of the poet’s life (Dublin and Cork: Cork 
University Press. London: Longmans 
Green. 6s. net) gives a picture of Spenser 
and his contemporaries which has this 
knowledge and is more accurate in detail 
than Charles Kingsley’s famous Eliza- 
bethan novel, ‘‘ Westward Ho!’ - Readers 
of ‘**‘ Westward Ho!” will remember the 
conversation between Raleigh and Spenser 
at Dúnanoir, in Kerry—excellent fiction, 
but not a very happy effort at historical 
reconstruction. Ludowick Bryskett’s. ac- 
count of the meeting of literary soldiers 
and officials at his cottage outside Dublin 
brings us into quite a different realm of 
thought :—‘‘ Therefore (said I), turning 
myselfe to M. Spenser, it is You, sir, to 
whom it pertaineth to shew yourself cour- 
teous now unto us al] and to make us all 
beholding unto you for the pleasure and 
profit which we shall gather from your 
speeches, if you shall vouchsafe to open 
unto us the goodly cabinet, in which this 
excellent treasure of vertues lieth locked 
up from the vulgar sort. Unto 
which wordes of mine every min applaud- 
ing most with like words of Yequest and 
with gesture and countenances expressing 
as much.” These men of the renaissance, 
with their language, even in official docu- 
ments, of fantastic allegory, their readiness 
to die with grief at ‘‘the frown of the 
great,” and the delicate idealism which 
they combined with almost incredible 
heartiessness, had little in common with 
Kingsley’s boys of the bulldog breed. 


THE BEGINNING. 


Spenser began his career in Ireland as 
pene secretary to Grey de Wilton, the 

rd Deputy. Probably he would have 
held high and nsthie positions in the 
Irish admini on had his patron not 
been discredited and recalled. In that 
ease, or if his hopes of preferment at the 
English Court had been gratified, it ir 
most unlikely that he would have com- 
pleted six books of the “ Faerie Queene.’’ 
As Mr. E. de Selincourt says, “In truth 
life in Ireland, with occasional visits to 
England, to quicken and feed his interest 
in affairs, and at the same time to make 
lim appreciate more fully the peace that 
awaited him at home '—1a Kilcolman— 
“was a good dife for the poet and he 
knew it.” 

It might be thought that his life as a 
landowner at Kilcolman in such troubled 
times must have ben stormy and 
dangerous, but Miss Henley shows that it 
was comparatively uneventful, and that 
there is no reason to think he was in 
personal danger until 1598. In the 
quarrels with his neighbour, Lord Rochie, 
the poet seems to have been the aggressor. 
He was a ‘‘gentle’’ poet only in the 
Elizabethan sense of the word. We 
read,’’ Miss Henley says, * of his threaten- 
ing and menacing Lord Roche’s tenants, 
seizing their cattle and beating their 
servants and bailiffs.’ 

First impressions of Ireland gave a 
melancholy turn to his mind, and, it is 
to be feared, made him indifferent after- 
wards to bloodshed and suffering. The 
condition of Munster in 1582 resembled 
that of France in the wars of the 
Armagnacs or of Germany in the Thirty 
Years’ War. He vemembered it too 
vividly, perhaps, for his own peace of 
mind, and described, fourteen years later, 
in prose of wonderful power, the 
‘ anatomyes of death’’ that ‘‘ spake Jike 
ghosts crying out from their graves.’’ 
“Sweet Spenser moving through his 
clouded heaven '' was ‘‘ nce martial] man.’’ 
Like many civilians in war time, however, 
he was less humane than martial mea 
usually are, and, by his own showing, must 
have had a “stony hart.” Miss Henley 
conjectures, rightly perhaps, that he was 
present at the battle of Glenmalure, when 
Grey de Wilton’s force, venturing with 
amazing folly into a narrow pass in Wick- 
low, was almost exterminat by the 
‘s' Byrnes. It was scenes like this—the 
clansmen rushing down the hill shouting 
their war cries—that gave him his pictures 
of ‘‘a + pene villains with outrageous 
ery " and “ novse of many bagpi shril] 
and sweeping Hubbubs.”’ bang” 


SPEAK IRISH ? 


Ile-.certainly was at the siege of 
Dúnanoir, where the Spanish garrison 
surrendered and was put to the sword, but 
it is-doubtful if he met Raleigh at this 
time. He may have met a Gaelic noble- 
man then serving with the Viceroy—Hugh 
O'Neill, Baron of Dungannon, a few years 
later .to be denounced officially as 
“ Hannibal,’’ “ Beelzebub,’’ and ‘‘ the 
Great Bear of the North.” The ‘‘ lucklesse 
babe ' and his murdered father in Book 2 
of the ‘‘ Faerie Queene’’ and the “litle 
hands ' which could not be washed clean 
of blood seem to be intended for Hugh 
O'Neill, his father Matthew, and the red 
hand of the O’ Neills. 

Living in a country in which English 
was spoken only by a few, there can be 
little doubt that Spenser spoke and under- 
stood Irish. Whenever he visited the 
castles of Anglo-Irish and friendly Gaelic 
magnates he must have listened to the 
bards and the “ minstrales making gondly 
meriment:” In his half-grudging tribute 
to Gaelic poetry—“sprincled with some 
prety flowers of theyr own natural] devise 
which gave good grace and comliness ”— 
there isea curious mixture of literary ap- 
preciation and political prejudice. Miss 
Henley infers, reasonably enough, that he 
drew upon Irish heroic legends for his 
“fierce warres and faithful loves.’ ‘The 
woman warrior Britomart may have been 
suggested by Queen Maev of the Cuchul ín 
sogu. and knights, witches and enchanters 
may haye from Trish fable 
as i; 48 from contemporary. Trish 
politics. It is difficult to prove those 
theories with much certainty, but they 
are not less fascinating as subjects for 
discussion. One of the many ingenious 
suggestions which Miss Henley makes is 
that the magic singing birds of Phaedria’s 
Isle were among the ‘‘ prety flowers" 
which Spenser liked and imitated. Such 
birds are very common in Gaelic wonder

Protecting Fisheries. 


The Northern Government, I observe, 
also is taking steps to protect fishing. The 
text of the new Fisheries (Northern Ire- 
land)» Bill which has been issued declares 
that no person shall sel] at any place 
any salmon, trout, eels (other than those 
dried or preserved in tins or other 
containers) unless he is licensed to do so, 
Licences are to be issued by the Board of 
Conservators, and, if an application is 
refused, there will be a right of appeal to 
the Ministrv of Commerce. A licence will 
cost five shillings and will remain in force 
for a year. Every holder of a licence is 
to ‘keep in his premises a recister of all 
purchases and receints of salmon, trout, 
or eels for sale on the wremises, and also 
enter all sales of these fish. | 

These provisions will not anply to a 
fisherman selling only “fish of his own 
lawfnl capture” or those who hawk or 
peddle fish from house to house. Everv 
nackage containing salmon, trout or eels 
is io be marked conspicuously while in 
course of transit. The new rates of licence 
duties are as follows;—For single salmon 
rods, £2; draft nets (including dreft neta 
for pollen). £3: aArift nets £6. . and 
trammel nets £1, The licence duty for 
long lines for eels will he £2 for a line 
with not more than 1.000 hooks. and £3 
for a line with more than 1.000 hooks. 
Temporary salmon red licences for fourteen 
days may be issued on payment of £1 
licerce duty.

Che Press Gailery in the U.S. 


Apropos of the recent controversy between 
ce ‘tain deputies and the Press Gallery in 
Dáil Eireann, a recent issue of Pitman’s 
Journal (New York) states that Mr. 
Revel Small. senior shorthand reporter at 
th. House of Representatives, Washington, 
who is eighty years of age, was given a 
hearty ovation on the completion of thirty 
vears’ service as official reporter to the 
House. Mr. Small and his colleagues, the 
Journal states, ‘‘do most of their work 
while they are on their feet and frequently 
they have to follow the orating members 
around tha floor.” 

While the hearing in the Ddédil leaves 
a great deal to be desired from the news- 
paper standpoint, the stage has not yet 
been reached when the reporters have to 
abandon their seats and follow deputies 
about in order to ascertain what they said, 
or intended to say. If they had to face 
that ordeal, it is doubtful if any of the 
scribes would succeed in putting in thirty 
years at newspaper work.

He did not 
fly to England as an obscure fugitive, but 
as a Queen’s Messenger, carrying an im- 
portant State dispatch) and he still 
enjoyed a pension of £50 a year from 
Queen Elizabeth, which would be equiva- 
lent to £700 or £800 a year at the present 
time. He was buried in Westminster 
Abbey at the charge of the Ear] of Essex. 
the hearse being attended by wha 
threw elegies, with the pens that wrote 
them, into the open tomb. 
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Lucky Pearls. 


It is, of course, a commonplace of 
superstition that some gems bring luck 
to their and some the reverse. 


Opals from time immemorial have had | 


the very worst of names, and, if we are 
to believe a tenth part of the stories told 
about the most famous, diamonds must 
lun them close. 

But pearls! Well, there are tragic 
stories connected with pearls; but during 
the last decade or so these jewels have been 
establishing for themselves a reputation 
for luck in at least one direction, and 
that, I imagine, one of the most important 
from the point of view of most of the 

le who own them. They appear to 
almost unloseable. 

Last February, for example, fifty-two 
very valuable pearls were stolen in the 
Ara between London and Paris, success- 
ully abstracted two months ago—that is 
to say, quite long enough for any 
ordinarily intelligent thief to get away 
with the spoil piecemeal. So one would 
say. Nevertheless, the papers a few days 
ago reported that the said pearls had 
been handed over to a representative of 
the owners—a London firm of jewellers— 
having been found, the whole fifty-two of 
them, in the lining of a French postal 
sorter’s overall. Obviously in this case 
the thief had been under suspicion from 
the very beginning, and knew it, so finally 
gave up the fight without an effort. 


A Useful Find. 


But was any light ever thrown, I 
wonder, on the happenings which led to 
the recovery of those other pearls some 
years ago, which were also stolen in the 
post between Paris and London, to be 
reccvered finally, picked up, if I remember 
rigbtly, by a casual workman, packed in 
a matchbox and lying in a London gutter? 

These two examples alone ought to be 
enough to establish pearls as lucky jewels ; 
but I see, in addition, that the. Vienna 
police, among many other articles left in 
their hands after the last carnival, include 
in their list several necklaces of imitation 
pearls and two of real and valuable ones. 
The owners of these last have apparently 
not realised as yet their good fortune as 
the possessors of Incky jewels; but if I 
were a fashionable “witch,” I should 
certainly advise my clients to be sure to 
wear pearls,

MR. BALDWIN INVITED TO 
WRITE FOR THE PRESS. 


Mr. Baldwin's humorous complaint at a 
recent luncheon of the Institute of Journalists, 
that he had never had an offer to make a 
contribution on anv subie-t to the Press, has 
been taken seriously. and has added yet 
another burden to his already heavy post 
bag. During the last few days offers have 
arrived at 10 Downing street from various 
quarters. This fact is revealed in a letter 
sent by Mr, Baldwin's secretary to Messrs. 
John Tiranti and Company, architectural 
publishers, who wrote to Mtr. Baldwin asking 
him to contribute a preface to a book which 
they are publishing on architecture in Great 
Britain at the present day. 

The Secretary's reply is as follows :— 

“The Prime Minister has asked me to 
thank you for your letter, and to express his 
regret that the stress of his preoccupations 
does not allow him to fall in with the sug- 
gestion which it contains. 

“In to what you say about his 
recent speech at the Institnte of Journalists,

HUNDRED years ago there died a 

remarkable man—George Barring- 
ton. He was so extraordinary a creature 
that the calendar makers have noted his 
birth—May 14th, 1755. There have been 
other Barringtons, more or less famous. 
Samuel Barrington, Admiral of the White 
played havoc with the French Fleet, and 
was then placed on the unemployed list 
in the reign of the third George. He was 
contemporaneous with George Barring- 
ton; but neither the Admiral nor John 
Barrington, the watchmaker and engineer, 
finds a place in the calendars. 

Geurge Barrington had a peculiar claim 
to fame. He was an author and an 
expert pickpocket. To-day his tricks of 
leyerdemain might have got him a turn on 
the music halls. 

The couplet at the beginning of this 
article is often quoted, especially the 
second line; but who knows who was its 
author? He was George Barrington, a 
poet and a thief, as was Francis Villon, 
M.A., the beloved rogue who sang under 
the stars of Paris, and became “ King” 
for a few hours. 

Barrington robbed the gentry at races ; 
a nobleman of a diamond order at a 
levée on the Queen’s birthday; the 
Russian Prince Orloff of a gold snuff-box 
set with brilliants, said to be worth 
£30,000 ; Henry Hare Townsend, a notable 
man of the day; poor women, and King 
George LIT. of his gold watch. Afterwards 
he achieved high position as a dtlettante 
poet and a guardian of convicts. 

Twenty years before Barrington’s last 
exploit in England, Botany Bay was dis- 
covered in Australia by Captain Cook, 
receiving its name from the great variety 
of plants growing on the shore. It was 
chosen for a colony for convicts from Great 
Britain, which was, however, established 
at Sydney, near Port Jackson. This is 
where the curtain was rung down on the 
nefarious, if clever. career of George 
Barrington, It is said of him—and colour 
is lent to the idea by his exemplary life 
in Australia—that he might have been a 
Lishop or even a Prime Minister. 


EARLY LIFE. 


He was born at Maynooth, County Kil- 
dare, where the famous Roman Catholic 
College has since been established. His 
real name was Waldron. At the age of 
seven he was sent to school. after which a 
kindly Irish doctor took him under his 
roof for the purpose of further educating 
the lad. His education was progressing ; 
for Dr. Westropp, a dignitary of the Irish 
Church, next took him up and placed him 
in a free grammar school in Dublin, with 
a view to‘ his entering the University. 

A quarrel with a schoolfellow, whom he 
stabbed with a knife, led to his being 
flogged, and he immediately afterwards 
ran away: from school. Facilis descensus 
Averni; but Barrington was to prove in 
after life that it was not so difficuit, after 
all, to get back. Before running away he 
stole some money from the schoolmaster, 
and we néxt see him joining some strolling 
players at. Drogheda under the assumed 
name of Barrington. 

He went from bad to worse. John 
Price, the manager of the company, pre- 
vailed on the youth to join him im picking 
pockets at Limerick rates. Price was de- 
tected and sentenced to transportation, 
and Barrington, in alarm, fled to SA il 
Here, disguised as a clergyman,‘he began 
those exploits which had made him 
famous, tthe chief of which have been 
enumerated above He was not always 
successful, of course. 

The lifting of that gold snuff-box set 
with ewe á of the Russian Prince, for 
instance, Janded our young hero at Bow 
street, but, as Prince Orloff refused to 
prosecute, the case was dismissed. 


A SEVERE SENTENCE. 


At length he was detected picking the 
pocket of a poor woman at Drury lane 
Theatre, and at the Old Bailey he was 
sentenced to ballast-heaving—in other 
words, to three years’ hard labour on 
board the hulks at Woolwich. 

To-day two years’ hard labour is the 
severest sentence known to convicts. so 
that one can imagine what the poet-pick- 
pocket went through. However, an in- 
fluential gentleman, who happened to visit 
the hulks, secured his release on the con- 
dition that he should leave the Kingdom. 
So George went back to Dublin, where he 
continued with his evil ways. 

Then he did a silly thing; he returned 
to England, was charged at the Old Bailey 
with picking Mr Townsend’s pocket, and 
was sentenced to seven years’ transporta- 
tion. On his several trials he addressed 
the court with great eloquence, and he 
hecame notorious. 

Soon aiter George's conviction, Dr. 
Shute Barrington was advanced to the rich 
Bishopric of Durham. This gave rise to 
the following epigram :— 

Two namesakes of late. in a different way, 

With spirit and zeal did bestir ‘em, 

The one was transported to Tetany hay, 

The other translated to Durham 

On the voyage to Botany Bay Barring- 
ton helped to quel] a revolt by the other 
convicts, and received a money reward 
from the captain; and, in Australia, he 
received the first warrant of emancipation 
that was ever issued. Next, the Governor 
opened a theatre at Sydney, where the 
actors were convicts. Here the price of 
admission “as meal or rum, and for the 
opening might our convict wrote a pro- 
logue, now famous, in which the coupiet 
“True patriots we’’ appears 

He became sunerintendent of convicts, 
High Constable of Parramatta, and wrote 
several books.

In the meantime the citizens are 
wondering what will be the future of the 
Ford factory in Cork, and speculation is 
stil) rife as to whether or not Mr. Ford 
will adhere to his decision that he will 
not visit Ireland during his present 
European tour. 

During the past week various rumours 
have been going the rounds as to the time 
of his arrival, and on Thursday last it 
was stated that he was actually in the 
works on that day. All these statements 
proved ‘unfounded, and no reply has as 
yet been received from him to the official 
invitation to visit Cork and receive the 
freedom of the city. 


CHILD WELFARE WORK. 


A remarkable record of work amongst 
the children of the poor in Cork was 
revealed at the recent annual meeting of 
the Child Welfare League, but one sad 
feature of the report was the revelation of 
the squalor and misery which abounds in 
the slums of the city. 

Referring to this matter, the Bishop of 
Cork, Cloyne and Ross (the Right Rev. 
Dr. Dowse) said that the slums of the city 
were a disgrace to common humanity and 
a disgrace to their religion. They ought, 
irrespective of creed and politics and be- 
cause of their common Christianity, to 
try to remove this condition of affairs, and 
he, personally, would be quite willing to 
see his rates increased if the increase 
would go to a fund that would have for 
its object the destruction of the slums and 
the building of proper houses for the poor. 

Dr. Dowse made a practical suggestion 
that the League should establish a special 
committee to inquire into the question of 
housing. and devise a reasonable and 
proper scheme to place before the 
authorities.

TRADE WITH U.S.A, 


The great possibilities cf development 
in the shipment of merchandise between 
Queenstown and New York were referred 
to by Mr. Hugh D. Butler, the newly- 
appointed Trade Commissioner in the 
American Legation, at this week's Rotary 
Club Juncheon. As one instance of what 
might be done to increase this class of 
trade, it was pointed out that in answer to 
an application from Messrs. Henry Ford 
and Sons, the Cork Harbour Commis- 
sioners recently decided to permit liners 
plying between Queenstown and New York 
to load and unload up to ten tons ol 
freight without paying the higher tonnage 
dues charged on passenger vessels: 

A similar suggestion was made in this 
column some time ago, and while the 
present arrangement has been made for a 
period of six months only it is hoped that 
it will prove so desirable to all parties 
interested that the period will be extended 
and the scheme made applicable to other 
American ports. 

Mr. Butler, who resided in Great 
Britain for many years, stated that in that 
country he noticed a slow, but steady, im- 
provement in prosperity, and declared that 
Irish products were occupying a more im- 
portant place in the market every year.

At a meeting of the Blackwater Fishery 
Conservators which was held at Tallow, Co. 
Waterford, it wag stated that no report had 
yet been received from the Free State 
Department regarding the dead fish forwarded 


two months ago for analysis. 


Mr. R. J. Annesley said that he had found 
four spawning fish dead, and he had seen 
more fish that had been found by other 
people. 

Mr. H. P. Maxwell said that the bailifis 
had been instructed to take all possible steps 
in the matter; the cause of the unusual 
mortality might or might not be disease. 

Inspector Buckley said that they had got a 
fish one morning and brought it to Fermoy 
Station to send to the Department, but it got 
so bad in the meantime that it would not be 
accepted by the railway company. On open- 
ing it up no blood came from it, and the 
liver seemed to have shrunk up. In a grown- 
up fish there should be blood. It seemed to 
have been porsonod. 

BADLY BRUISED. 

Mr. Annesley said that some of the dead 
fish were badly bruised , as if by an explosion. 
There were marks on the skin, otherwise the 
fish seemed . 

Inspector Drohan said that the bailiffs he 
had consulted pooh-poohed the idea of ex- 
plosives. They had been on duty day and 
night and had seen nothing of the kind. 

Mr. E. ©. Penrose said that over thirty 
dead fish had: been found at Lismore Weir. 

Mr. Annesley said that forty were reported 
to have been found in the Finisk River, near 
Dromana. 

Inspector Drohan said that he had made 
inquiries all round, but failed to get any clue 
as to the cause of the mortality, which was 
both serious and mysterious. 

Mr. Annesley said that an old cher had 
told him that an explosive could be used and 
not heard 150 yards off. 


VERY SERIOUS. 

Mr. Maxwell said that it was very serious 
the number of dead selmon coming down 
the river; also dace and trout. He had seen 
experiments made with explosives in salt 
water and there was hardly any noise, 

Replying to the Chairman (Mr. J. Kennedy), 
Inspector Buckley said that poison could have 
been used. 

Mr. T. Stafford said that he saw dying fish 
passing down and there were gashes on them. 

The Secretary was instructed to call on all 
the bailiffs to use all possible vigilance, and 
the meeting decided to await the Depart- 
ment’s report on the dead fish that had been 
sent to Dublin.

CHURCHES NEEDED IN BELFAST. 
A report, which has been adopted by the 
Representative Body, has been received from 
the Committee appointed to consider and re- 
+ on the need of additional churches in 
ast. 
The Committee reports that the present 
provision of churches in certain parts of the 
city and suburbs of Belfast is by no means 
adequate to ‘the needs of the Church of Ire- 
land population. Since post-war house- 
building hes been commenced a great exten- 
sion has taken place, and is still proceeding 
rapidly; and at the present time it would be 
impossible to say how far it may advance in 
the immediate future. 
The report continues :—'‘ The Committee 
considered carefully the representations of the 
Belfast Committee which has been dealing 
with the problem, and agrees with it that 
permanent churches in lieu of the temporary 
structures at present in use are required in 
the existing parishes or districts of 
Bartholomew, St. Clement and St. Simon. 
That elsewhere new districts should be 
formed at once and churches provided—viz,, 
Cregagh, from parts of the Parishes ol 
Willowfield and Knockbreda; and Finaghey, 
from Upper Falls and Drumbeg. Within the 
next five years, or perhaps less, new churches 
will probably be required in the neighbour- 
hood of Wandsworth road, Shore road and 
Ballygomartin road, and the local Committee 
is taking steps to secure sites. In brief, five 
new churches are required at once, in whole 


short time,” 

“The local Committee estimates (and the 
Committee concurs) that the expenditure 
necessary to provide eight churcties required 
will not be less than £70,000. The Repre- 
sentative Body Committee sees no prospect of 
the provision of anything like this sum being 
within the capacity of the diocese and parishes 
concerned, even in times of industrial prosperity 
—-and is of opinion that if the churches men- 
tioned are to be provided, a substantial sum 
must be voted from the general funds of the 
Charch, The members of thé Representative 
Body Committee, however, put on record their 
opinion that any aid from sach funds 1 
be absolutely conditional on the latgest pos- 
sible local effort being made, and they -recom- 
mend the strictest oversight, on behalf of the 
General Synod, of all expenditure. It is im- 
possible for them at this stage to gauge, with 
any degree of accuracy, the paying capacity 
of the diocese and parishes concerned, but 
from the information at their disposal they 
are inclined to think that not less than from 


to £25,000 should be provided 


LEGISLATION. 

In view of the recommendation of the 
Representative Church Body, that additional 
churehes shall be provided in Belfast, a draft 
bill will be submitted to the Synod to carry 
it into effect. The bill (if passed) will em- 
power the Representative Church Body to 
advance from time to time sums not exceed- 
ing £50,000, called “The Fund,” and al! 
advances from sick funds shall be deemed to 
be loans from the capital funds of the church, 
and shall be repayable as to principal and 
interest in 35 years, by annual instalments at 
the rate of £5 7s. 2d. per cent. per annum. 
The Act is cited as the Belfast Additional 
Churches Act, 1928, and (if passed) will come 
into force on the Ist of July, 1928. 


GENEROUS SUBSCRIPTIONS, 
In conclusion, the report states that, not- 
withstanding the depression in industry and 
in Jarming operations, the people showed once 
more their attachment to and their love for 
their Church. They sent in their annual 
subscriptions generously and punctually, as if 
they had experienced a more prosperous year. 
In thia way they clearly proved that the last 
thing to suffer loss at their hands would be 
the supplying of the needs and requirements 
of the Church of Ireland. In every crisis 
that had assailed the Church, her sona and 
daughters had risen up with such willingness 
and determination in her support that those 
engaged in the management of her affairs had 
ever been encouraged and strengthened in the 
continuance of their labours. 
The financial position was secure. . The 
various funds presented a most encouraging 
outlook, and the tendency was to strengthen, 
and not to diminish, these.

FERMANAGH BURNING. 
free an 
REMARKABLE EVIDENCE IN 
COMPENSATION CLAIM. 


Remarkable evidence was given in a claim 
for compensation for malicious burning at 
Fermanagh County Court, in which the 
plaintiff was Joseph McCaughey, shopkeeper, 
Castlederg, who claimed £1,220 for the shop 
fittings and stock-in-trade of his store at 
Dernasesk, which was burned on March ólst 
last year. 
Mr. McCoy, barrister-at-law (instructed by 
Mr. Robert Burke, LL.D.,. solicitor), for 
applicant, explained that as a result of these 
stores being burnt, two men, Patrick dnd 
Hugh Lynch, employés of the applicant, 
were tried for arson, and were acquitted. 
William Magee, his motor driver, gave -evi- 
dence at the trial, and, as he had gone back 
on his evidence at the special court, he was 
later charged with perjury, and was now 
undergoing a sentence for that. McCaughey 
now claimed compensaation for malicious 
burning. 
Evidence was given by William Robinson, 
who was the assistant in the Dernasesk shop, 
that he was sent to Kesh by the Lynches 
on a message. When he came back he 
noticed a fire lighted in the shop; there 
was a smell of petrol, and egg boxes were 
strewn about. Hugh Lynch went upstairs 
to the loft, and after he came down there 
was the sound of wood crackling. He ran 
upstairs and found two distinct fires. 
Other witnesses stated that the Lynches 
stood looking at the fire. There was a bag, 
smelling of petrol, and when one witness 
carried it out Hugh Lynch took it from him 
and threw it back. The fireplace was piled 
up with “£8 boxes 

The Judge—The only evidence I am 
getting is that the Lynches burnt the house, 
and the jury acquitted them of that, and I 
cannot find them guilty. 
Mr. Cooper, M.P., who was acting for 
the landlady of the premises, asked that no 
decision in this case be given until next 
court. ‘‘ There is something else behind all 
this, but at present I cannot mention it,” 
The Judge—All I can say is that I see 
nothing in Mr. McCoy's evidence to make 
me give him a decree. 
The hearing of the landlady’s claim was 
adjourned to next sessions, and no decision 
given pending that hearing. 
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NO HEREDITARY DISEASE 


“EVERY GENERATION STARTS 
CLEAN AT BIRTH?’ 

Dr. Musgrave, Medical Health Officer for 
County Louth, addressing a conference oí 
teachers in Dundalk last Babes said that 
if teachers could get the young people to 
realige that there was no shame jn having a 
disease, half the battle for better health 
would be won. Nearly everybody had 
tuberculosis at some time or other; but if 
the children were taught keeping themselves 
tough they could defeat the disease without 
ever knowing that they were affected. 

He wanted to dispel the notion that con- 
sumption was hereditary, and urged that 
every generation started clean at birth. 

The general idea that man was deteriorating 
was, he said, all wrong. The Black Prince 
was a great warrior, but his armour had 
been made for a man of five feet six inches. 
and recently, when an English cavalry regi- 
ment got uniforms from the Tower of London 
for a pageant the uniforms would not fit men 
of average height and chest measurement. 

He urged that teachers should imbue the 
minds of children with the absolute necessity 
for personal cleanliness, and make them 
understand that, if they felt unwell, they 
should go to a docfor, Many people never 
came to eee the doctor until they were too 11I 
to have the disease cured.

COUNTY ANTRIM CENSUS 
RETURNS. 

Following the report for Belfast County 
Borough which was published a few weeks 
ago, the report for County Antrim just issued 
makes the second of the series of final 
reports on the Census of Northern Ireland, 
taken on April 18th, 1926. | 

The Registrar-General states in his report 
that the population of County Antrim is now 
191,643 persons, having declined slightly 
since 1911; a continuation of the downward 
movement recorded at each Census cnumera- 
tion from 1851 onwards. The urbafi districts 
within the county have, as a whole, increased 
in population; while the rural districts, as a 
whole, have <lecreased, It is interesting to 
note that among the urban districts the 
greatest relative increases occur in the seaside 
resorts of Portrush, Larne and Ballycastle ; 
and that the only rural districts which show 
increases are within easy reach of Belfast.

CHILD WELFARE WORK 
IN DUBLIN, 


LORD EDWARD STREET 
CENTRE NOW READY. 


A chronicle of good work well done is the 
annual report of the City of Dublin Child 
Welfare Committee, whieh is financed by the 
Borough Commissioners and under the ¢optrel 
of Dr. Russell, Chief Medical Officer of 
Health, and is the only recognised Child 
Welfare Committee in the capital. It has 
a staff of seventeen nurses, under a superin- 
tendent, who yisit in the homes of the poor 
and advise the mothers on the feeding and 
care of their infants and children and other 
matters of vital importance to them. 

For the year ended 3lst March last the 
number of families visited by the Child Wel- 
fare nurses was 15,440; the number of notifi- 
cation of births received for the year was 
9,068, and the number of visits paid by the 
nurses was 194. 

_ For relief the Committee operates through 
its two sub-committees—viz., the Babies’ 
Clubs Committee and the Infant Aid Society. 
The. Babies’ Clubs Committee has nine baby 
clubs in the city—one in each dispensary 
district. A doctor attends once a week in 
each of these clubs and holds a clinic, The 
nurses visiting in the homes in the vicinity 
of each club also attend to meet the mothers 
and children. 

. The Infant Aid Society has ten milk dépóts 
in the city, where, on the recommendation of 
the nurses, free milk is distributed te the 
very poor and sold at cost price to those who 
can afíord to pay. The milk is of the very 
best quality possible to obtain and supplied 
in bottles—a real necessity in the homes of 
the poor, 

The work of the two sub-committees is done 
by voluntary workers, who devote an enor- 
mous amount of their time in the service of 
their less fortunate neighbours. 

Thanks to the generosity of the Trustees of 
the Carnegie Trust Fund, who financed the 
erection of the Model Child Welfare Centre 
at Lord Edward street, which is row ready 
for occupation, it will in future be possible to 
carry out on an even more extensive and up- 
to-date scale the good work hitherto accom- 
plished under great difficulties in very 
inadequate premises.

Education in the Free State. 


We know that this article is com- 
promised by ‘its title, which will send not 
a few of our readers hastily to some other 
column. Education, like cold mutton, isa 
dish that the average palate rejects. The 
discussion of educational subjects is left 
almost entirely to the experts—who, 
indeed, are apt. to resent intrusion—and 
the ordinary citizen skips the newspaper 
reports of. their congressés and ‘con- 
ferences. This fact explains the slowness 
of reform; for reform needs. laws, 
legislators are moved only by public 
pressure, and a public that: does not care 
will not press. In no country, for 
instance, that really values education 
could the position exist that is described

pensions, The just claims of the primary 
"teachers were settled years ago, because 
they have an ‘organisation which can 
influence yotes. After a long struggle, 
begun under the British régime, the 
secondary teachers at last have won 4 
salary sale and security of tenure, but 
pensions still are denied to them. While 
the Free State Government admits their 
claim, it’ continues to offer excuses for 
delay; and now elderly and outworn 
teachers are clinging to their work through 
fear that retirement would rob them of 
the promised boon. We endorse Mr. 
Burke’s protest, but, morally, the Govern- 


| ment is not the. chief culprit. It must 


have granted the pensions many months 
ago if the country had not been utterly 
apathetic. 

What would happen if the Free State 
elector should begin to take an intelligent 
and lively interest in his children’s 
education? We think that the. result 
would be revolutionary and admirable. 
The country’s parents would demand, and 
the Government would hasten to concede, 
a complete reversal of the present system. 
Under this system a body of officials— 
ignoring the parents and giving very 
little heed to the teachers—has evolved a 
theory of education, and is trying to 
accommodate ‘the facts of life to its 
theory. If the accommodation proves 
to be impossible or unsatisfactory, so 
much the worse for the facts of 
life. The parents, not being theorists, 
would decide that a proper system of 
education ought to fulfil two needs. In 
the first place, it ought to equip their 
children with the means of livelihood. 
It ought to enable them to become good 
good tradesmen, good clerks, 
good merchants, doctors,- lawyers or 
engineers, It ought to prepare them not 
merely for life at home, but for success- 
ful competition in that larger world to 
which so many of our boys and girls, now 
at school, are destined. In the next 
place, the. proper system of education 
would be designed to produce not merely 
useful, but happy, citizens— 

My mind to me a kingdom is, 
Such perfect joy therein I find. 

The. proper system would teach all 
Irish children to love good literature, and, 
$ince most of them will be farmers, it 
would teach them to discover a perpetual 
and -ever-varying delight in the book of 
Nature. 

Let us suppose that our army of revolt- 
ing parents, having enforced its will as 
the result of a general election, should 
take charge of-thé Free State's educational 
machine. We do not know where its re- 
forms would end, but we know where they 
would begin. It would insist immediately 
upon a simplification of the programmes 
in the primary and secondary schools. At 
present the curricula in both are over- 
crowded, and young minds are unable to 
digest so much confused feeding: In the 
reformed primary schools pride of place 
would be given to the sound teaching of 
reading, ‘writing, arithmetic and decent 
manners.. The teaching in rural schools 
would become an intelligent preparation 
for work upon the land and in the home: 
and, for the future delight of mind and 
eye and ear, it would include the rudi- 
ments.of natural history and botany. The 
secondary schools would furnish all their 
pupils with the general] knowledge that is 
the basis of efficiency alike in commerce 
and in the arts. Pupils designed for pro- 
fessional careers would be encouraged to 
study Greek and Latin, which are incom- 
parable aids to the formation of taste and 
judgment. The study of modern languages 
would be fostered sedulously because they 
enlarge the mind and are passports to 
countries where Irish brains may win 
wealth and honour. To-day how many of 
the young doctors and engineers whom our 
universities are educating for export could 
maintain a five minutes’ conversation in 
even one foreign language? In a word, 
the Free State's parents might establish 
the reign of common-sense in national 
education—if they could be induced to re- 
cognise their responsibilities as parents 
and their rights as taxpayers. 


Highways and Railways. 


The fine -weather of the week's end 
brought home by: an indirect means to 
every citizen the magnitude of the new 
transport problem. In Dublin—and, 
doubtless, the same phenomenon was seen 
in all the cities and towns of Ireland— 
the omnibuses were thronged, and, where 
one of these vehicles was seen a year ago, 
three filed by, making for the open country. 
It is very evident that the celerity of 
the new transport has made travellers of 
folk who formerly. were confined to the 
city streets. Before the heavy and still 
swelling tide of heavy vehicles the 
observer stands appalled. Daily he 
wonders at the remissness whereby the 
State allows the new transport to de- 
velop without co-ordination and, in many 
respects, without due regard to public 
safety. Lax as the Free State Govern- 
ment appears, the Imperial Government 
also has its critics, who complain of slow- 
ness to grapple with the nation’s trans- 
port needs. In The Fortnightly Review 
Mr. J. A. Dunnage lays down the sensible 
principle that, in the rivalry between the 
new transport and the railways, the State 
ought to eompel respect for the national 
interests as the paramount object to be 
served. ‘‘ What is abundantly clear is 
that the railways are settling down to the 
pursuit of some deep-laid plans leading 
to a definite end ; and, since the road in- 
terests, too, are very actively led, a really 
big fight is brewing.” 

That fight can serve no national pur- 
pose. If the railways should be defeated, 
the nation would lose the service’ which 
ensures the rapid transport of heavy ote | at 
and makes long-distance journeys for 
travellers comfortable and expeditious. At 
the same time the roads, already over- 
crowded, would be choked by being obliged 
tocarry the traffic load hitherto sustained 
by the iron rails. On the other hand, 
the contraction of the new road transport 


through a railway monopoly would de- | 


are inestimably precious, Ultimately the 
public must pay the costs of wasteful 
competition; for neither railways nor 
omnibus owners will run uneconomic 
services without seeking to recoup them- 
selves on services which pay their way. 
Colonel Wilfred Ashley, the Minister 
of Transport, said recently that at 
some early date the Government in 
power will be obliged to arrest the

The harassed citizen 
who daily is obliged to dodge racing fleets 
of omnibuses belonging to petty rival 
companies, who never can be sure of a 
timely vehicle, and has ho obvious 
protection against the overloading of 
vehicles and over-speeding, well may wish 
that the makers of the laws under which 
he lives knew something of the harassed 
life of the urban pedestrian. 


The English Potteries, 


Mr. Stanley Baldwin, who so recently 
was praising the rural glories of Wor- 
cestershire, has found many good words 
to say for the Potteries—that smokier 
region lying northward of his beloved 
Severn valley. He was given the freedom ' 
of Stoke-on-Trent, and he spoke of the 
industrial-history of that district. Long 
before the industrial revolution the 
English Potteries were famous. The 
genius of the craftsman and his per- 
severance worked upon the clay and made 
things of use and beauty which now are 
the collector's prizes. In many places 
old world industries died off when steam, 
power and machinery, driven thereby, 
raised formidable competition. | The 
English potteries, instead of suffering 
this fate, availed themselves of the new 
mechanical science and grew the greater 
through it. A combination of coal, clay 
and craftsmanship, as Mr. Baldwin said, 
has persisted. Enterprise has not abated. 
Traditional and hereditary skill has been 
supported by an art school and a research 
organisation. Mr. Baldwin spoke comfort- 
ably when he assured the men of the 
Potteries that, “whatever may happen 
to mass production goods, ware produced 
by the best craftsmen always will be 
acceptable in the world.” It is the strain 
of tradition, coming down from the handi- 
eraft days, that gives to British machine- 
made products their mark of distinction. 
“There is still,” Mr. Baldwin said, “no 
country that can even compare with this 
old country in that respect, if we choose 
to throw in all that we have—our brains, 
our capital, our hands; and for the brains 
of the business and for the hands of the 
workers, when both are at their best, I 
still believe that there is no country that 
can compare with this.” 


Mr. Shaw's Claim. 


Last Friday we acknowledged the 
receipt oÍ one more expensive and elabo- 
rate book seeking to prove that Bacon 
wrote the works attributed to Shake- 
speare—so long will a fantastic hypothesis 
find ingenious supporters. In the first 


‘number of the Shakespeare Review Mr. 


G. K. Chesterton justly observes that it is 
somewhat harder to believe that the works 
of Shakespeare were written by Bacon 
tha. to believe that thé works of Mr. 
Bernard Shaw were written by Mr. Sidney 
Webb. The names of Shakespeare and 
Shaw have been coupled before, many 
times, and primarily by Mr. Shaw him- 
self. Mr. Shaw did not hesitate to claim 
that Shakespeare, with his old-fashioned 
interest in individual men and women and 
their fortunes, was far behind a_play- 
wright whoss protagonists were creeds and 
castes, policies and theories, His dis- 
respect excited little indignation; for it 
was assumed to be part and parcel of his 
peculiar humour. Yet there is no great 
difference between his attitude and that of 
the Socialist parent who objected: that: a 
child of the proletariat should be required 
to read in sehool the writings of so 
notorious a supporter of class distinctions 
as the author of “ As You Like It ’’— 

play about dukes. The playwright who, 
following Ibsen, his master, was cease- 
lessly vexed by the problems of the board 
room and the committee table, and the 
Socialist whose proud ‘‘ class conscious- 
ness ” had slain in him humour and the 
love of poetry, never could possess that 
compassionate detachment to which the 
beauty of the daffodils, the high plea- 
sures of society and the overwhelming 
tragedy of Lear are equally poignant.

which have swept through North-West 
Florida and parts of Georgia and 
Alabama. Damage which will run into 
millions’ of dollars has been done to the 
fruit and cotton crops. 

In Pennsylvania an unprecedented snow- 
fall, ranging from eight to fourteen inches 
in depth, has been reported, while in 
Maryland and West Virginia from three to 
four inches has fallen. In all of these 
States traffic and communication have been 
paralysed by the unusual phenomena. 

It is feared that enormous damage has 
heen done to the budding fruit trees which 
cover huge areas in each of the States. 
The flood in Florida, which has driven 
thousands from their homes, has been 
caused by the high water resulting from 
mna 4 rain storms during the past 
week, ousands of acres of fertile land 
have been inundated, and the farmers and 
their families have fled to higher ground. 
At Demopolis, Alabama, the water of 
the Tombigee River is rising more than 
an inch an hour, and the popuiation of 
the area along the river is fighting to keep 
the water within its banks. In several 
places it has already overflowed, covering 
vast areas of new cotton. It is estimated 
that damage to the crop will amount to 
many millions ot dollars. 

Three men were reported drowned by the 
Atlantic City coastguard when the steamer 
South Shore ran aground three miles 
south of the city, as a result of the high 
winds and heavy seas. It is said in the 
south that the extent of the damage done by 
the wind and water will be greater than 
that sustained during 1916.

The Italian” Minister has notified the 
Foreign Office that Signor Mussolini is 
contributing 1,000,000 lire (£10,800) for 
earthquake relief.

After many delays the bill came before the 
Lower House last autumn. Sarwat’ Pasha, 
who was then Prime Minister, did not fight 
it. He was aware of the British objections 
to this and other legislative proposals, but 
he was engaged in negotiations with Sir 
Austen Chamberlain for an Anglo-Egyptian 
Treaty, and he naturally did not wish to 
complicate them by a conflict with the 
Watd. which held pride of place in the 
Cabinet and in the Legislature. A number 
of the members of that party, whose activi- 
ties had been cramped by the old law, had 
resolved to reduce the powers of the: Execu- 
tive, and particularly of the police, to a 
minimum.

The Committee, in a report “considered 
by the Chamber, state :— Collisions un- 
doubtedly arise from the present want oi 
uniformity. . . Any change, how- 
ever, in the effect of the use of existing 
words of command would be bound to lead 
at first to many disasters, perhaps more 
in one year than occur in fifty from ihe 
present want of uniformity. 
“Tf entirely new and satisfactory words 
could be agreed to there would be no 
fear of this; but, though the words 
‘right ' and ‘left’ would have the advan- 
tage of novelty, they are not satisfactory 
words.. They have the fault of similarity 
that the old words “larboard’ and ‘ star- 
board ” had. 
“To be satisfactory the new words of 
command should . be unmistakably 
different, as are ‘port’ and ‘ starboard — 
different in number of syllables and in 
the use of both consonants and vowels.

If the barden is unjust and 
invidious and presses upon essential national 
activities, I say it is no favour, but a long- 
delayed and necessary act of justice. 

Mr. Churchill enumerated the causes for 
industrial depression, which, he said, im- 
cluded Bocialist discontent. a 

“ Socialism,” he said “is not a philo- 
sophy, but a disease—a disease of poverty— 
a disease of unemployment, of ha, 
ment, and under-nourishment—a kin of 
political rickets. With proper scientific 
methods .of nourishment and bringing up a 
population, this disease will pass away, as It. 
might be made to pass away from children 
alrealy afflicted with it.” 

Mr. Churchill, in an explanation of the 
details of the Budget as it affected the relief 
of industry by the proposed rating system, 
assured his audience that there would be 
little difficulty in defining what was produc- 
live industry. In fact, they had for some 
months had in print the exact definition of 
producer, and when the Valuation Ascer- 
tainment Bill was introduced he had ,.p@! 
doubt that they would find a perfeetty” prac- 
ticable and workable scheme beir i 

THE ‘PROSPEROUS ” INDUSTRIES, ~ 

Some of the criticisms, made against the 
Budget seemed to indicate that they. ought 
to leave out the prosperous -industries. ia Of 
course, that is a very good trgument,” said 
Mr. Churchill, ‘** but, believe me, you can 
easily define productive industry, but it 
passes the wit of man to draw a line which 
distinguishes between prosperous and un- 
prosperous forms of productive industry, be- 
cause what is prosperous one day is un- 
prosperous another. After all, we are surely 
not going to put @ premium upon ill syc- 


“ At the present time there is no doubt 
whatever that the man who shows himself 
capable of conducting a great establishment, 
of founding and developing an industry which 
affords the means of weekly wages to large 
numbers of people, stands in the very first 
rank of. citizens whose activities shotjd be 
applauded. But we have to ask ourselves are 
we not leaving the basic industries too far 
behind? Are we considering their true posi- 
tion in Imperial economics and good house- 
keeping of the State? 

“TIT am sure I am right in saying that the 
time has come when we must make á resolute 
effort to solve, or help to solve, the problenis 
of the basic trades, but we must take the 
rough with the smooth, the powder with the 
jam, You cannot have everything and pay 
for nothing—nothing for nothing and precious 
little for a ‘shilling.’’ 

Mr. Churchill then dealt extensively with 
local government and social reform. They 
had surveved the ground, he said, and arrived 
at perfeetly clear ideas upén the principle 
which they would follow. It would not have 
heen -posstble for them to advance, however, 
unless the Rating and Valuation Act had 
been passed as a preparatory measure. 

FOUR CONSIDERATIONS. 

A formula had been devised as a result of 
an expert commiltee to express the needs of 
a particular locality, having regard to four 
considerations—the wealth of poverty of 
population ; the number of children; abnormal 
unemployment; and abnormal spreading of 
population in districts where the population 
was very scattered, 

This constituted a basis ‘upon which the 
block grant would be paid to the local 
authority. The block grant of the future 
would partake of a dual nature. One side of 
it-would recognise the needs and characteris- 
ties of the locality, and at each five-yearly 
revision that side would grow gradually step 
hy step, so that the block grant would ih- 
creasingly harmonise the resources and needs |, 
of each locality. 

The necessity for larger areas in municipal 
administration had been forced upon every- 
hody. He believed that the proposals made 
in the Budget would be capable of carrying 
forward a large and far-reaching reform, not 
only without hardship, but with a very great 
measure of positive advantage. They claim«d 
that it would ensure lower rates, fairer dis 

tribution of burdens, and a more efficicnt 
system of local government. 
GOOD HOUSEKEEPING. 

The Exchequer would pay more, but would 
know for each five years exactly what it had 
to pay. The local authority would know 
where it stood. That would be an incentive 
ty ecovomy and good housekeeping. The 
authority would have full responsibility for 
its expenditure, and it would have the full 
burden of any extravagance. There would be 
a diminution of interference from Whitehall. 
There would be an end of the extravagant 
system of percentage grants, which were no- 
thing less than an inducement for the spend- 
ing of money for spending’s sake. 

Lhe burden of poor districts would not 
be thrown upon their immediate neighbour- 
hoed; . IV would be spread over the whole 
nation through the intervention of the public 
Exchequer. On the other hand, poor dis: 
tricts unable to pay their way would not be 
abie to draw a blank cheque upor the nationul 
finanees or the finances of another large area.

They go on for miles and miles, with 
scarcely a turn; and are so different from 
the crooked “roads and lanes in Ireland.

THE DEPARTMENT AND ITS 


“WORK, 


WINTER CLASSES AND 
LECTURES. 


es 


A comprehensive survey of the work 
done in 1926-27 is given in the twenty- 
fifth general report of the Free State De- 
partment of Agriculture. During that 
period we learn that winter agricultural 
classes were held at sixty-nine centres, as 
compared with fifty-five in the previous 
year, with an average attendance of 
twenty pupils per centre, or one more than 
the average of the previous season. 

In addition to their winter agricultural 
class work thirty-nine instructors de- 
livered 259 special lectures to farmers dur- 
ing the winter months, the average attend- 
ance being forty-one. Their visits to 
farms for the purpose of affording advice 
aggregated 21,655, representing an average 
of 585 for each instructor. 


COW-TESTING. 

With regard to cow-testing, the number of 
Associations officially recognised by the De- 
artment was 177 in 1926 and in 1926. 
tn 1925 the members numbered 4,670, while 
the number of cows under test was 63,730. 
Of these 20,250 were in Co. Cork and 9,569 
in Co. Tipperary. 


EXPORT PORK TRADE, 

Notwithstanding the short space of time 
available from the date of coming into opera- 
tion of the Importation of Carcases (Prohibi- 
tion) Order at the beginning of June, until 
the opening of the pork season in September, 
Irish pig producers made a determined effort 
to secure a substantial share of the London 
(Smithfield) pork trade and supplies gradually 
increasing in quantity were sent throughout 
the season. The revival of the export trade 
in fresh pork can best be measured by a com- 
poe of the exports for the years ended 
dist March, 1926, and 3lst March. 1927. The 
quantities and values of the exports in these 
years were—1,293 cwts. value £6,509 and 
635,380 cwts. value £344,332 respectively. It 
is important to record in this connection that 
the number of pigs sold for bacon curing in 
Saorstat Eireann showed an increase of over 
16,000 for the year ended 3lst March, 1927. 
in comparison with the previous year, and 
that the number of pigs exported alive to 
Great Britain in the same period also showed 
an increase amounting to over 160,000 as com- 
pared with the preceding year. 

The Superintendent of the London Central 
Markets, Smithfield, in the extract from his 
report for the year 1926 refers in favourable 
terms, under the heading “Ireland's Oppor- 
tunity,’ to the quality and appearance of the 
Irish pork imported during that season. 

THE PUBLIC DEMAND. 

There is direct evidence of the increasing 
demand for medium weight. lean pork and 
bacon carcases having a good finish, but free 
from any excessive fatness, and for more uni- 
formity in the weights at which they are 
marketed. Small, lean joints are what the 
public demand to-day in the case of pork and 
bacon as well as other meats. This was re- 
flected in the prices obtained. The pork 
carcases scaling not more than 80lbs. and 
the bacon pig killing from 1 ewt. 1 qr, 14 Ibs. 
to 1 cwt. 2 qrs. 0 ibs. dead weight, realised 
top prices throughpiit the season. Over-fat 
or ovet-weight pigs were sold at greatly re- 
duced values. 


_ LIVE STOCK BREEDING ACT. 
_The first inspection under the Live Stock 
Breeding Act, 1925, in the period under re- 
view, took place in August, 1926, when 2.487 
bulls were inspected, licences being issued in 
respect of 1,402 animals, and the remaining 
1,085 being rejected as below the standard 
of quality required. The small number of 
animals at this inspection is due to the fact 
that the great majority of the bulls retained 
for breeding purposes are calved during the 
first six months of each year and are due 
lor examination at the spring inspection. At 
the inspection held in February, 1927, 11,747 
bulls were examined. Licences were issued 
In respect of 6,881 of these, and 4,866 bulls 


were rejected, 


BREEDING OF BULLS. 

_ The high proportion of rejections at these 
inspections was due partly to the fact that 
the standard required’ for licensing, which 
at the first inspection was very moderate, 
was gradually raised at each of the follow- 
ing inspections, and partly to the fact that 
owing to the short time that the Act was 
in operation the majority of the animals 
presented continued to be progeny of un- 
licensed bulls.. There has been already, how- 
ever, evidence that greater interest is being 
taken in the breeding of bulls. At the 
various shows and sales held during the spring 
of 1926, and also during February and March, 
1927, not only were there increases in the 
numbers of bulls exhibited, but there was also 
a considerable improvement in the quality of 
the animals, This indicates that breeders 
are fully alive to the increased demand for 
good bulls which is a natural result of the 
elimination of the inferior animals through 
the operations of the Act. 


ONE BULL TO FIFTY COWS. 

The Department recognised that the re- 
bui of bulls of poor type would probably 
ead to a shortage :n various districts unless 
special steps were taken to replace them by 
animals of good quality. Simultaneously with 
the inception of the Act arrangements were, 
accordingly, made to. provide for increased 
numbers of pedigree bulls, especially in those 
areas where a shortage of bulls was most 
likely to occur. The number of premium and 
other bulls standing for service under the 
Department's _ schemes during the breeding 
Season in 1926 was 1,608 as compared with 
1,150 in the previous year, and it is intended 
still further to increase these figures in fature 
seasons. The total number of bulls in 
Saorstat Eireann during the year approxi- 
mated to one bull for every 50 cows and 
heifers, a proportion which is quite sufficient 
for service purposes. 


INFRINGEMENTS. 

Proceedings were instituted in 135 cases 
for infringements of the provisions of the 
Act.. There were convictions in 117 cases, 
penalties amounting to £252 2s. being im- 
posed, 

Two meetings of the Live Stock Breeding 
Consultative Council were held during the 
year, one -n April, the other in November, 
to consider the results of the inspections 
under the Act, and to discuss the working 
of the Act and other matters relative to the 
Live Stock Breeding Industry, including the 
allocation and values of premiums for bulls 
under the Department’s live stock breeding 
schemes, dishorning of calves and prevention 
of injuries to cattle in transit. 


HORSE-BREEDING ACT, 1918. 

Owing to the increased demand and 
prices for horses, the number of <gires 
put the stud in 1925 was greater 
than im recent years, as is shown by 
the fact that 944 applications were re- 
ceived for livences under the Act in respect 
of the 1926 season, as compared with 848 in 
the previous year. Of the 944 applications 
906 were upproved and licences issued. Of 
the balance, 8 cases were withdrawn and 
50 cases were refuse. The reasons for such 
refusal were as follows :—28 for defective con- 
formation and physique and 2 for unsound- 
ness-——viz., 1 whistling and 1 whistling and 
grunting. 

In one case, an appeal was lodged against 
the refusal of the Department to grant a 
licence and as the referee who was appointed 
tg consider the case was of opinion that. a 
licence might be issued, the original, decision 
of the Department was reversed and a licence 
issued, 

The Department continue to receive valuable 
assistance from the Civic Guards in enforcing 
the provisions of the Act. 


AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION. 

The most important development in regard 
to agricultural education during the period 
under review was the ing into law on 
17th July, 1926, of the Gniversiee Education 
(Agricuiture and Dairy Science) Act, 1926; 
Under this Act University € e, Dublin, 
was entitled “to enter into possession and 
occupation on the sagininn day "* (t.e., such 
day not being earlier than Ist October, 
1926, nor later than JSist . December. 
1926, as the Minister for Education might

and. Harshly treated, she goes away, and 
her steps turned to her home in Egypt. On 
her way through the desert she comes on a 
sheltered, shady place, an oasis, and there 
she sits by a well, brooding over her 
wrongs, thinking how unjustly she had been 
treated, feeling Seavibly alone and friendless. 
Then she hears a voice—the voice of God— 
and she discovers one of the most profound 
truths: Thou God seest me; she gives God 
the name of the seeing God. 

Two “things especially in this conneéc~ 
tion I want to say, to you-the seein 
God is the God who is watching over; 
us. Hagar was miserable and lonely; she 
found this out,—that God always sees. You! 
belong to a great Society, and this Society 
is a friendly society in the best sense of the 
word—a society in which women and girls 
may find friendship with God. Like a great 
tree that from small beginnings has spread 
out its branches to every corner of the earth, 
the Society is there to give a welcome to 
those who need it. 

God is watching you, and knows the sins 
that beset your path. There are many, and 
one is the sin of betting and gambling—one 
of the greatest evils of the day. It has been 
accentuated by—I was going to say this foul 
thing, and, indeed, it is a foul thing—this 
greyhound racing. To think of such a thing 
by the name of sport is absurd; sport is a 
fine thing. This is the last word in the 
degredation of sport. I appeal to the girls 
who are members of the Society te make a 
firm stand against this evil thing which is 
springing up in our midst, I am thankful 
to know that the Girls’ Friendly Society is 
setting its face against this thing, and Í ap- 
peal to you all to join the crusade.

The husband died extremely rich, there were 
no. children, the wife had been married to 
him from her youth, he had willed away 
many thousands of pounds and had left her a 
beggar through no faúit of hers, but because 
in his old age he had taken a whim for 
another woman. 

“The inequalities of marriage must be 
adjusted before marriage can be regarded 
as an honourable and voluntary deed of 
partnership and not a penalising condition for 
the fulfilment of the woman’s instinct for love 
and motherhood enforced upon her-as a lesser 
evil than that of unlegalised union.”’ 


OBITUARY. 
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ARCHDEACON E. F. NEWMAN. 


The Venerable Ernest Frederick Newman, 
Archdeacon of Plymouth, died in hospital at 
Exeter on Saturday last shortly after admis- 
sion.

MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REVIEW.

(From Our CoMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

Taken on the whole, business in the pro- 
vision trade during the past week has been 
fairly satisfactory. As is usaal with a rising 
market, buyers showed a disposition to act 
cautiously with regard to bacon, but notwith- 
standing this a good clearance was effected 
for all cures. Irish sides have been in limited 
offering ; Danish have been fairly liberal, but 
met with a satisfactory response on the part 
of buyers, who expected the killings in Den- 
mark to be much reduced because of the re- 
cent holidays. This turned out to be correct, 
as the number of pigs slaughtered in that 
country was fully 20 per cent. lower than in 
the previous week. Irish prices rule high as 
compared with Continental descriptions, but 
the difference has been somewhat decreased 
by an official increase this week-end of 2s. in 
Danish, Swedish and Dutch, but Irish re- 
mains at late levels. Butter showed a: rather 
firmer tendency, but chould the present 
weather conditions continue production should 
increase, and future prices d not appre- 
ciate to any great extenf on those at present 
rg ay ith regard to eggs, Irish still 
ead the market here. According to reports 
from Denmark the | pyre of eggs in that 
country has reached its highest point for the 
year, or, perhaps, passed it, but large quan- 
tities are being preserved and exports are 
comparatively small. Germany has taken a 
good share, but, so far as England is con- 
cerned, Irish and home-produced are sellin 

at cheaper rates than Danish. A pleasing an 
outstanding feature at the Grocers’ and 
Allied Trades’ Exhibition, which has just 
come to a conclusion in Manchester, was the 
stand devoted to Irish Free State produce, 
which was under the charge of Mr. Ww. 
Patton; and the Trade Commissioners are to 
‘be complimented on their excellent display 
of eggs, bacon, hams, lard, butter, honey, 
fattened poultry, and various brands of Irish 
whiskey. Very early in the exhibition a 
card announced that the whole of the ex- 
hibits had been bought by a Manchester 
firm, Messrs. Lee Bros.; and certainly the 
quality and appearance was everything that 
could be desired. The Free State, in an 
attractive brochure, draws attention to the 
fact that Great Britain is Ireland's greatest 
market for butter, with a consumption of 90 
per cent,, and adds that 90 per cent. of the 
Free State imports are British. It is claimed 
that Irish butter is richest in vitamines, and 
that its creameries are not surpassed by any 
in Europe. Finally, it is asserted that “ an 
Irish cow gets more of her food out-of-doors 
than any other cow : grazing freely on strong, 
juicy grass. The quality which makes Iris 

racehorses and hunters lead all the rest gets 
into irish butter.” It is also pointed out 
that Irish poultry are reared under free, 
healthy conditions in the open fields of Ire- 
land, and that the eggs have a distinctive 
flavour, not to be found in those produced 
under intensive and artificial conditions. 
This was fully borne out by the excellence of 
the ote and dead poultry exhibited on the 
stand. 

There was an absence of Irish cattle at Sal- 
ford Cattle Market on Tuesday, but available 
supplies of fat stock were barely sufficient to 
meet the demand, and a good clearance was 
effected at advanced prices. The resumption 
of business at the Manchester Pig Market 
has been very gradual, and, as in the case of 
Salford Cattle Market, no Irish animals were 
enned. At the Manchester Dead Meat 
arket there was a strong feeling during the 
early part of the week, and ‘wholesalers 
showed little disposition to transact business, 
except at higher prices. Towards the close 
of the week trade quietened down somewhat, 
due, no doubt, to changed weather conditions, 
and a rather easier feeling was noted in some 
departments.

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THE WAY OF HOLINESS. 


BISHOP OF OSSORY’S VIEWS. 

Preaching yesterday morning at. St. Ann’s 
Church, Dubiin, on the subject of holiness, 
the Bishop oi Ossory (Dr. Day) said that we 
need. first of all, to be clear as to what 
hol:ness really is. People often have very false 
ideas on that point. A man may hold very 
correct views on religious subjects, he may 
be what we call a good churchman, but that 
does not make him holy; for holiness is some- 


thing more than orthodoxy of belief; holiness |; 


is not the same thing as correctness of living. 


There are men who. are living straight, 
upright lives, good husbands, good fathers, 
hard-working .at their business, kindly in 
their dealings with others; their lives are 
irrepruachable, yet they are not holy. They 
are uot holy, beeause holiness implies a 
certain relationship towards God as well as 
towards man. oliness is not the same 


thing as excellence of behaviour; there are 
some people who seem to think that it is. 


Holiness is often associated with that kind 


of thing, with sanctimoniousness and religious 
talk, but in reality holiness has nothing what- 
soever to do with that kind of affectation. 
The really holy man is perfectly natural, 
perfectly simple and human; for holiness is 
the natural life of mart. 

What then is holiness? I can only think 
of one definition which covers the whole 
ground. Holmess is following in the foot- 
steps of Jesus Christ and trying to live like 
Him. Taking His standards and ideals into 


the, details of our ordinary everyday life— 


that ts holiness, following Christ; and those 
who try to follow Christ are strengthened by 
the thought that He is able and willing to 
help them, The Christian life can never be 
ar easy life. The higher your ideal the more 
conscious you will be of pain and weakness 
and imperfection. . . . . 

Let us remember this—that holiness is the 
life to be lived from day to day, and that is 
not easy. It is not something for great days 
and high moments of rapture and enthusiasm. 
The holy life must be lived day by day, 
in the office, in the shop, in the kitchen, in 
the drawingroom, amid. the little difficulties 
and distractions and worries of everyday life. 

lí regular prayer is essential ior “ny real 
holiness of hfe so is public worsh.. The 
Prayer Book tells us what Holy Communion 
really is—union with Christ. I do wish that 
more of our church le were regular and 
devout communicants. believe that, more 
than anything else, the regular partaking of 
the Blessed Sacrament, at least from month 
to month, would raise the standard of our 
church life, and make us what we shouid 
be—a body of pure, Godly-living men and 
women, wholly acceptable to God. Nothing 
can take the place of the Blessed Sacrament 

i, drawing men and women closer to their 
Saviour, 

And what about daily Bible reading? Are 
you reading your Bibles regularly and 
systematically, going through them book by 
hook? Some people say they find the Bible 
dull, The dulness is in themselves. If they 
read the Bible intelligently they will find :t 
the most fascinating study. If you have not 
made it a habit already, may I urge you to 

make a. practice of reading a little of the 
Holy Scripture every day? Then when you 
have done your reading, sit for a few 
moments, or kneel, and ask yourself: What 
‘an T learn from that, what has God to say 
o me, what message has He for my soul? 

The way of holiness is the only way—the 
ly way we can help others and do useful 
York in the world, the only way we can 
ie what God meant us to be; aud do what 
God meant us to do.

JAPAN’S PROBLEM OF TO-DAY. 

Preaching in St Patrick's Cathedral, 
Dublin, yesterday, the Right Rev. Gordon 
Waish, D.D., Bishop of Hokkaido, referred 


to the position in Japan. From a state of 
feudalism, he said, Japan, im the last sixty 
years, had marched into the very forefront 
of the nations of the worlé; she had made 
great progress in education and adopted a 
wonderful system of industry, with 42,000 
factories all over the land; and at the Peace 
Conference ten years ago she found herself 
described as one of the five big Powers. 
Then an extraordinary change took place— 
a period of disillusionment set in. Riots took 
place in her Parliament; the Crown Prince 
was fired at in the streets; there were the 
great national disasters of Yokohama and 
Tokio, and a financial crisis faced the country. 
Japan had achieved civilisation, but civilisa- 
tion without God, and that was a calamity. 
Last year the Church to which they 
belonged commemorated its fortieth anniver- 
sary in Japan. There were how two inde- 
pendent Japanese dioceses with their own 
native bishops and their councils. of clergy 
and laity—men oí Christian principles and 
faith—directing their own affairs without the 
assistance of any foreign body. Throughout 
the country there were about 200 clergymen 
and thirty or forty churehes completely self- 
supporting, and some 20,000 communicants. 
All that was something to be thankful for, 
but the task before them was a heavy one. 
The choice of Japan was going to be, not 
between old and new things; not between 
jutidhism and Christ, but between Christ

ELECTRICITY SUPPLY BOARD 
TO TAKE IT OVER. 

A letter has been received, it is under- 


stood. by the Limerick Corporation from the 
Electricity Supply Board, Dublin, intimating 
that control of the municipal electric’ lighting 
undertaking at Limerick will be taken over 
by that Board on and after the 31st’ May 
next, 

A difference of opinion existed between the 
Corporation and the Board as to the inter- 
pretation placed by the latter body on Section 
80 of the new Electricity Act. The Limerick 
works had a surplus fund of £6,000, and as 
the undertaking owed something like £10,000 
to the Corporation for moneys advanced for 
maintenance, etc., from the rates, the Council 
proposed to allocate the surplus, or a certain 
proportion of it, for the relief of the rates 
and other Corporate purposes. The Elec- 
tricity Supply Board did not accept this 
view, and at a recent meeting the Council 
decided_to accept the Supply Board’s interpre- 
tation of Section 80, the Electricity Supply 
Board having promised sympathetic con- 
sideration of the Corporation’s views if that 
were done.

SLAINTE APPROVED SOCIETY. 
The annual general meeting of the members 
of the Slainte Approved Society, under the 
National Health Insurance Acts, was held in 
the offices, Ely place, Dublin, last Saturday. 
Sir William Thompson presided in the ab- 
sence of Lady Aberdeen, the president, who 
wrote, regretting that she wad not attend. 

Mr. R. G. Riordan, Secretary, read the 
annual report, from which it appeared that 
the amount paid in benefits last year was 

902, as compared with £32,508 in 1926. 
The recipients of benefit were 7,158, and in 
1926 the number was 6,508. The Oommittee 
had brought to the notice of the Free State 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health the inadequacy of the funds for 
National Health insurance services. 

The Chairman, moving the adoption of the 
report, said that there was a large increase 
in the amount of benefits paid to the members 
of the society. Nearly one in every four of 
their members made claims. The records of 
the societies were not being used in order 
that one of the chief objects of the Insurance 
Acts, the prevention and cure of iliness, 
should be seriously dealt with. For instance, 
there was a very high rate of sickness, due to 
all kinds of rheumatic complaints, and while 
in Great Britain measures were being taken 
to examine into the causes of, prevention, 
and cure of that disease, no attempt was 
made in the Free State to grapple with the 
problem. 


QUESTION OF CLAIMS. 

Many claims were made by members which 
the Committee considered not genuine, and if 
the Committee were to provide additional 
benefits at the next valuation the members 
must help them in seeing that none but 
genuine claims were made on the funds. 

In 1920 the contributions were increased to 
orovide for an increase in cash benefits to the 
insured population. Sickness and disable- 
ment benefits were increased about 50 per 
cent., while no increased contribution was 
provided for sanatorium treatment, with the 
result that the funds available for the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis under the Acts were not 
sufficient to meet the claims of all members 
applying to the societies. 

n regard to the cost of administration tlie 
societies were allowed 4s, 5d. per member 
each year, which was less than the amount 
allowed in Great Britain, and any expendi- 
ture over that amount must be made up from 
sources outside the insurance funds. While 
some improvement could be made in the ap. 
proved society system it was questionable if 
the cost of administration could be substan- 
tially reduced. 


MEDICAL REFEREES. 

The -medical referee system was working 
satisfactorily; many claims had been found 
in the medical examination of claimants not 
to be genuine. That was a matter of serious 
anxiety to the Committee. 

The arrangement by which members, who 
were unable to obtain employment, were re- 
tained in insurance, while not stamping 
cards, had been discontinued at the end of 
1927. Some cases of hardship would un- 
doubtedly arise, as some persons would be 
refused benefit, yet the position of the 
approved societies would be strengthened 
owing to the removal of that severe strain 
on the funds, 

He considered that the time was ripe for 
seriously considering the prevention and cure 
of illness by the public health authorities, 
and very valuable information could be ob- 
tained from societies towards that end. 

Mr James Lynch seconded, and the report 
was adopted. 

Several members brought up the question 
of the provision of medical benefit. The 
secretary said that they had been pressing 
for years, and they were also pressing in 
Northern Ireland, for the adoption of the 
svstem of medical. benefit as they have in 
Great Britain. It would mean a small in- 
crease in the contributions of both employer 
and employe. 

The Cemmittee of Management was re- 
elected.

The production of seed potatoes in the | 

Athlone district during the season just ended 
has been increased to over 2,000 tons. The 
monopoly enjoyed by Scotch merchants up to 
a few years ago is now largely in the hands of 
the Athlone growers, whose output since 1924 
has been almost quadrupled. 

To meet the demands of customers across 
the Channel new varieties were successfully 
introduced, and in all over 600 tons were ex- 
ported during th: season. The varieties 
mostly in demand in England were hardly 
known in this conntrv. and were never grown 
around Athlone until about two years ago. 
when several new varieties were introduced, 
Last year officials of the English Ministry for 
Agriculture and merchants visited Athlone 
and inspected the growing crop. They were 
impressed particularly with the way in which 
spraying was carried out and the effort made 
to purify the varieties. The health and 
vigour of the stocks was also the subject .of 
comments. The freedom from “leaf roll” 
and “ mosaic’’ was pointed out by Mr. W.

STEADY PRICES.

May Queen, Roses, and Hebrons. Ali the 
supplies were cleared from Athlone, and prices 
during the season remained steady. The 
grower is insured against the danger of his 
crop being left unsold, by a new system of 
sale adopted here, which the buyer binds him. 
self to take, and the seller to deliver, the 
quantity of seed stated in the contract note. 
In addition, a fairly good trade was done in 
potatoes for table use, and it is stated that 
this branch of the business holds out great 
possibilities, 

On an average, £1,000 a week was brought 
into Athlone while the seed trade was in 
progress. According to an expert of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, hundreds of tons 
more of many varieties conid have heen sold 
had they been available. The principal diff- 
culty experienced was caused by traders not 
grading the seed themselves. Up to the pre- 
sent all grading has had to he done at the 
merchants’ stores, causing much delay. In 
the future better storage and transport will be 
available. The railway company and the 
rand Canal Company are giving increased 
facilities. The demand of new varieties among 
the growers was greatly encouraged by the

STATE. 


SUGGESTED REGULATIONS. 

Mr. E. P. Hart, national organiser cf the 
Amalgamated Transport and General Workers’ 
Union, writes :—In view of the ever-increasing 
omnibus competition in the city and county, 
I think it only right that the travelling public 
should be made aware of the position of those 
wh®, by force of circumstances, are compelled 
to accept employment as drivers and con- 
ductors. 

In the first instance, [ desire to say that, 
with very few exceptions, drivers and con- 
ductors are employed at a seven-day week and 
at varying wages. It will, I think, be 
generally admitted that men employed in such 
onerous positions should at least be guaran- 
teed an eight-hour day and a weekly rest day. 

Again, the legal speed limit for ‘buses is 
12 miles per hour. This speed is exceeded by 
every ‘bus plying. The police do not insist 
upon this maximum speed, and generally 
allow a speed up to and about 17 miles per 
hour. If a ’bus driver is found exceeding this 
latter speed, he is summoned and gererally 
fined anything from £1 to £10. The amount 
of the fine must be, and is, paid by the man 


himself, the employer repudiating respon- 
sibility. 

When it is understood that speedometers 
are not part of the equipment of every 
omnibus, and, even when ‘buses are so 


equipped, the speedometer 1s rarely in working 
order, the payment of the fine out of the 
man's earnings causes injustice. 

_ A further hardship suffered by ‘bus drivers 
is that they rarely Ár knowledge of offend- 
ing against the speed laws until such time as 
they receive a summons, which might be a 
week or fortnight after th> occurrence. There 
are instances of divers being summoned for 
offences on & date that they have not been 
employed. ‘ 

I may say that I hola no brief for a man 
who, by indulging in a love for speed, de- 
liberately breaks the law; my efforts are 
directed towards preventing such infringe- 
ments, and, when they do occur, placing the 
penalty for same upon the right person. 

I suggest that it be made compulsory for 
all ‘buses to be fitted with efficient speedo- 
meters; that “bus undertakers be compelled 
to furnish the police with copies of their time 
tables, and that such time tables be compiled 
so as to allow that during the rush hours 
provision be made for the delays in taking up 
and setting down of passengers, so that the 
driver will have no occasion to break the law 
in order to keep his scheduled time. 

I further suggest that legislation be enacted 
in order to fix a definite speed limit for "buses, 
and that when a speed trap is set a uniformed 
yuard shall stop a "bus and inform the driver 
that he has passed through a police trap. 

There is certainly need for legislation 
governing the whole of the road transport 
position. This matter has been t'e subject 
of discussion in the past, and at the moment 
I do not desire to re-open such discussion. 
The points I have mentioned are, in my 
opinion, of great importance to the travelling 
public. in addition to "bus workers. 

A tired man is not a safe man in so far as 
driving a "hus is concerned. In other matters 
mentioned I think it will be agreed that there 
is injustice to be remedied.
